Genenil lii-11 has answered ills critics by flaunting In their faces a decision 
of the supreme court. Martial law has Iltlle or no restrictions, almost any- 
thing can be done under the plea of "military necessity." 


The people who arc deported claim they nre the victims of Injustice and 


probably ihey are; fiey assert, that their rlnhls are disregarded, anil no doubt 
they nre, if indeed anybody can Insist upon havhiK rights In 
the 
face of. 


martial law. 


Everywhere the cry goes up, "I'm not guilty"; "J am innocent of crime"; 


but the ma.n on horseback rides roughshod over them all. nolwIUislimding. 


"Where Is law and justice now? they ask. and the man 
on 
horseback 


answers you were catiKhl In the act or liiklnj; life, you have overthrown Iho 
civil law" and martial law is proclaimed in its Place. 
Hem-e the man on 


horseback is supreme. 


He Is a law unlo himself and all laws, constitutions and bills of rlfthls 


are suspended until such times as he or the executive of the stale may 
decide that Iho disturbing elements have been suppressed, that the suspects 
have been removed and order restored. 


The sti.tc of affairs now existing In the Cripple Creek district Illustrates 


the danger-of ivsortinR lo violence and the foolishness of disregarding the 
civil law. Where are the liberties nf the people'.' They have been tem- 
porarily abolished because a certain number of people undertake to commit 
wholesale murder. For Ibis outrage luaiust the civil law, this abuse of their 
privileges martial law has been proclaimed, and as a result thousands of 
innocent men suffer for the guilt of a few. It is always so. The crimes of a 
few men may brinp calamity upon a whole community as has been tho case 
at Cripple ("reek. The people who would override the civil 
law now know 


the alternative. It Is the man on horseback. 


The question of unionism Is not Involved. The purpose of 
unionism Is 


right, but it is the excesses sometimes indulged; it Is the resort to violence 
H« at Cripple Creek that docs the harm. It will hurt any cause or organiza- 
tion to take the. lav into its own hands or to disregard the rights of others. The 
miners a.t Cripple Creek are not being deported because they are members of 
a union, but because they are suspected of being in sympathy -with the ter- 
rible outrage there committed, and because 
members of the minors' 
union 


fired upon the government troops, and were taken in open rebellion against 
the state with arms In their hands. 
This, under the 
constitution 
of every 


state in the union is high treason and punishable by death. 


The man on horseback comes to assort the supremacy 
of 
the 
state. 


He is asserting It. with a vengeance and yet the state Is acting within Its 
rights when it deiwirts men whom it does not want as clti/.ens. They claim 
that they should be protected under the constitution, which snys no 
in.in 


Bhall be deprived of life, liberty or property without due process 
of law, 


but the constitution Is suspended while the military authorities do what- 
ever to them seems necessary for the restoration of order, for the suppres- 
sion of lawlessness and the punishment of criminals. 


This experience In Colorado affords a good llliistr.itlon of how easy it is to 


give tho man or. horseback a pretext for taking things into his own banns. 


Frequent repetitions of such a state of affairs would soon lead to a cur- 


tnllmer.t of popular liberties, to the overthrow 
of the universal 
franchise 


and a return to a despotism such as we find in Europe. If the free appli- 
cation of martial law will stop outbreaks that would eventually result In 
the curtailment of popular liberty then of course It Is worth all it costs. 


r.ut what the people must guard 
against is the change to absolutism 


that will give the man on horseback the opportunity for which he :s always 
looking, that will place an emperor in tin- White House and make every 
state « subject province. With tho trend towards militarism the transition 
would not be so difticult as some people suppose. 
It takes but a short lime 


(or the military authorities lo o\erlhrow every bulwark of the people's lib- 
erty. History affords the most appalling pictures of 
Die dailMer to popu- 


lar liberties from the man on horse back. 


In John Wani'.nmakcr's store In Philadelphia is a picture of 
the givat 


conquerors of the ages with mountains of (lend rising up in the background 
showing how the man on horseback rides roughshod over humanity, leaving 
his path strewn thick with the victims of his power or ambition. This fa- 
mous picture touches n terrible lesson that every 
foe of 
oppression 
and 


every friend of liberty must appreciate and respect. 


Here in the United States we arc a free l»eoplo, but, nevertheless, ive 


must zealously guard against anything that would put the dictator in the 
•addle. What was it that caused martiaJ law lo bo proclaimed at Cripple 
Creek? What but Die otilrage by which fouileen 
non-union minors losi 


their lives. If we value our own liberty we must respect the lllx-rly of 
others. Otherwise the man on horseback fliuls his opportunity. There is a 
vast difference, however, between a mriii on horseback 
In defense of 
Ihe 


people's rlRhts and the mini on horseback for the overthrow of (he people's 
rights a,nd the overthrow of populnr government. H Is well under all cafles 
to bnwnrf ot th« man on horseback. We do not wnnt him and we do not 
want any occurrence Hint would (five him lui opportunlly.

The state of affairs now existing In the Cripple Croek district Illustrates 


the danger of reporting to violence and the foolishness of disregarding the 
civil law. Where are the liberties of the people? They have been tem- 
porarily abolished because a certain number of people undertake to commit 
wholesale murder. For this outrage against the civil law, this abuse of their 
privileges martial law has been proclaimed, and as a result thousands of 
innocent men suffer for the guilt of a few. It Is always so. The crimes of a 
few men may bring calamity upon a whole community as has been the case 
at Cripple Creek. The people who would override the civil law now know 
the alternative. It Is the man on horseback. 


The question of unionism is not involved. The purpnpc of 
unionism is 


right, but it Is the excesses sometimes imlulirc'l; it Is the re.snrt to violence 
as at Cripple Creek that does the harm. It will hurt any cause or organiza-
